Apathy-an issue 2 


It was disheartening to be among the stu- 
dents who gathered in the Little Theatre last 
week to hear the first campaign speeches. 

The opening three speakers, presidential 
candidates, were oe to speak on various 
topics as reported in Friday's Hornet. They 
gave the impression that there might be some 
issues in the campaign this year. 

Then the other office seekers came to the 
podium and addressed themselves to the “issue” 
of student “apathy.” They comentated on the 
problem of “apathy” as it relates to student 
government. 

We wonder just how much of the supposed 
“apathy” is really a lack of interest and how 
much is just the simple lack of time. 

Since the eligible voter must be a full-time 
student, carrying seven units (and most carry 
twelve) and since one-fourth of the student body 
is married we wonder just how much time is 
available for extra activities. 

If there is any extra time for activities then 
most of this might be taken up by the 55 clubs 
and organizations listed in the first two pages 
in the coer. (This list does not include some 
of the honorary societies nor the clubs formed 
this year).

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Money set; FM station 
to go on air this fall

Airwaves on campus next fal 
will be filled with the sounds of 
a new FM radio station pending 
Federal approval. Operated and 
managed by students, station 
KSSC will broadcast with the 
power of 10 watts. 

The station was born a year 
ago when Dr. Howard Martin, 
assistant professor of speech, 
propused a radio station for the 
college. His idea was approved 
by the college. 


Funds jor the radio station’s 
expenses will be included in the 
forthcoming state budget and 
appropriations for the college 
budget. 

Operating expenses will be 
$2000 per year, inittally, and 
equipment expenses will be 
$2000. Martin explained that 
most of the equipment except a 
transmitter had been purchased 
previously for use in radio and 
television classes. 


Communications Com mission 
had approved the station, Martin 
said no. But, he expected ap- 
proval automatically. 

“Ours will be a station 
broadcasting for educational 
purposes and because of this 
and the size (10 watts) it will 
be automatically approved,” he 
said. 

Funds for further operation 
will come from contributions 
from students and faculty. Mar- 
tin explained that this type of

The official answer is that 
applications filed as late as 
June 1 can still be processed 
in time for entrance into one 
of the training programs begin- 
ning in middie or late sum- 
mer. However, the sooner they 
are filed the better, say Peace 
Corps heads. This allows better 
planning on the part of both the 
Peace Corps and the applicant. 

In addition to filing a com- 
pleted questionaire, an appli- 
cant must take the Peace Corps 
Placement Test. These aptitude 
tests will be administered 
nation-wide at Post Offices on 
May 9.
